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Streets To Be Accepted 

Most of the town’s unaccepted streets — long the sub- 

ject of controversy — will soon be laid out by the select- 
men, 

The simple filing of a list, with whatever restrictions 
or descriptions are thought necessary, with the town clerk 
will complete the long project. 

It was last summer that it was first apparent that some 
Streets, always thought to be regular, accepted ways, 
actually were not so recorded. There has been unbeliev- 
able confusion since that time — with several important 
projects held up because the town suddenly found it 
could not work on streets it had always repaired and im- 
proved, 

It certainly is a relief to see the solution so close at 
hand. No longer will the word “‘unaccepted’’ bring shud- 
ders to town officials and, even more so, to the residents 
of those streets suddenly found to be orphans.

Water Extension Funds 


Water extensions are as big a problem as anything in 
the town today. 

That’s because the board of public works has decided 
to spend $15,000 of the %20,00U appropriated for water 
improvements rather than extensions. Many requests for 
extensions are on hand, however. 

The improvements are vital. It seems to have been good 
Sense to apportion most of the money for that purpose 
rather than further complicating the water system by add- 
ing to the dead-ends all over town. 

However, the town is now in a position where it can 
afford to approve larger amounts of money for water im- 
provements and extensions due to the betterment act. 
Under it, the way we understand the act, the board of pub- 
lic works shall assess property owners 1U0 percent of the 
cost of extensions and some improvements. 

The money must first be appropriated by the town but 
it all comes back in a period of 10 years. The board may, 
if it wishes, allow a lein to be placed against property 
which will not be immediately benefited by the exten- 
sion. That lein means payment of four percent interest on 
the assessment by the property owner during the time the 
amount of the assessment is not itself being paid off. 

Thus, the town would have little to lose in the long 
run if considerably more money was appropriated for water 
extensions. The immediate affect would be to increase 
the tax rate — but the money would be paid back to the 
town during the next 10 years and, thus, would be avail- 
able in the surplus fund to help alleviate future finan- 
cial problems. 


New Town Hall Will Come 


It’s too bad that money must be spent to remodel parts 
of the town hall. 

The work is necessary, that we know. But it is a shame 
to spend good money in the building when it is so obvious 
that a new town house is needed — and will certainly 
have to be approved within a few years. 

No matter how repairs are carried out, the added office 
space will be barely adequate for the growing needs of 
the town. The selectmen, in authorizing the moderniza- 
tion, are doing their best with the limited funds provided 
by the town, And while they carry out the wishes of the

Will Call For Bids 
On Water Extension

Spring Grove rd. will get water 
this year, 
The board of public works de- 


cided Monday night to call for 
bids on installing 800 feet of 
water main in that road, after 


hearing Fred Cheever explain the 
need. The selectmen and Finance 
Committee will be asked to ap- 
prove the project. 

Mr. Cheever had asked for the 
extension last month but at that 
time the road was unaccepted. 
But Monday night’s meeting found 
general agreement among the se- 
lectmen and board of public works 
that the road should be laid out 
for its full length and accepted. 


The BPW heard Mr. Cheever 
offer to pay $2000 towards the 
cost of the installation — a sum 


representing half the estimated 
cost. He told the board that the 
L, C. Cyr company had given him 
an estimate of $4000 for 800 feet 
of six-inch main and two hydrants. 

Board members made it clear, 
however, that L100 percent better- 
ment assessments would be lev- 
ied against property owners. Thus, 
if the eventual cost is greater 
than $4000, the residents repre- 
sented by Mr. Cheever probably 
would wind up paying more than 
the $2000 offered. 

The board explained that the 
Statute accepted at town meeting 
makes 100 percent betterment 
assessments mandatory. Half 
would be levied against property 
owners on each side of the street, 
it was stated. 

Mr. Cheever had told the board 
that several persons are buying 
lots on the street and plan to 
build homes in the $30,000 brack- 
el.

Also heard at the meeting was 
a request for water on Lovejoy rd. 
Atty. Thomas Sullivan appeared, 
with two clients, asking that an 
extension be granted there under 
100 percent betterment. 

The board pointed out that some 
$15,000 of the town meeting 
propriation of $20,000 has been 
allocated for improvements — leay- 
ing $5000 for extensions. ‘The 
Spring Grove rd. extension might
